The film will undoubtedly be highly emotional, 
stressing the plight of Negroes in depicting King's work 
and death. Another factor contributing to the possibility 
of violence on April 4, is the extensive antiwar activities 
scheduled in April with- the expected vandalism and other 
illegal activities. In such an atmosphere of lawlessness, 
together with the emotion involved in the anniversary of 
King's death, racial activities involving similar illegal 
activities could result. 

In order that we will have sufficient information 
upon which an assessment of the possibilities of trouble 
can be made, we need information from each field office 
regarding the activities planned, the extremist influence 
and other data which might affect the violence potential.

The 
i.}-ow'iig will occur on 3/24/70 in some 1,000 theaters throughout the country, 
the purpose being to honor King's memory and to raise funds for the Southern 
Christian Leadership Conference and the Afertin Luthaj?-Kiag-Memorial 
Foundation. - 

The sponsors of the showing have requested the official assistanW' 
of the executive agencies in promoting the sale of tickets and the Commission 
has ruled that the matter is one relating to fund raising within the Executive 
Branch, which is strictly governed by Executive Order 10927 and, accordingly, 
agency officials and staff mus t not devote official time to the sale of, or other 
promotional activities concerning, tickets to the showing. It is not appropriate 
to use official property or services in the advertising of tickets or to use 
official bulletin boards to post notices and Internal mail service should not 
be used to distribute brochures. 

The Commission advises that "non-official" bulletin boards can be 
used for promotional purposes and there is no prohibition against Federal 
employees or organizations selling tickets on their own time or using their 
own resources outside of official channels. 



We do not have any "non -official" bulletin boards and circulation 
of the policy set forth in the Commission memorandum is not deemed 
necessary as FBI employees should certainly be aware of the fact that 
devoting official time and resources to promoting such an effort is not 
permitted.

REPUBLIC OF NEW AFRICA 



A source has advised that the Republic of New Africa (RNA) 
is an all-Negro organization founded in Detroit, Vichigan, in 
March, 1968, Robert F. Williams, who was then residing in 
Peking, China, was named as its President-in-Exil© . Williams fled 
the United States in 1961 following issuance of a local warrant 
for his arrest on a charge of kidnapping growing out of a racial 
incident in Monroe, North Carolina. He published and broadcast 
hate-type material in Cuba and China prior to his return to the 
United States in September, 1969. 

A second source has advised that the purpose of the 
RNA is to-establish an independent black nation within the 
United States, demanding the States of Alabama, Georgia, 
Louisiana, Mississippi , and South Carolina, in addition to $10,000.00 
per black citizen as payment for 400 years of ancestral slave 
labor. 

A third source advised on March 14, 1969, that an 
army of the RNA, known as the BlaCk Legion, dedicated to black 
freedom and committed to tlie concept of systematic armed 
revolution, has been established. Black Legion members are 
expected to participate in military training and engage in firearms 
practice. The RNA plans to establish an underground Black Legion 
in addition to an aboveground Black Legion in order to avoid 
detection by the police. 

According to this source, Black Logion members , acting 
as bodyguards at a session of the Second National Convention of 
the RNA in Detroit, Michigan, on March 29, 1969, were involved 
in a shoot-out with members of the Detroit Police Department, 
which resulted in the killing of one policeman and the critical 
wounding of another.

The stamp symbolizes — and shows — some facts of 
life that are important in this century when man has the 
capability of mass self-destruction. 

Recently a federal district judge in Austin. Texas, 
dismissed a lawsuit by an atheist which sought the ban- 
ning of prayers and Bible reading in future apace flights. 

The person who filed the suit against the National 
Aeronautics and Space Administration complained Bible 
reading and prayers said during the Apollo 8 and Apollo 11 
missions violated constitutional provisions pronibiting 
establiahnient of a state religion.

The following vas observed by Special Agents 
of the FBI at Birmingham, Alabama, on January 15, 1970: 

A march of approximately 353 persons, consist- 
ing of men, women and children, predominantly Negro, 
marched, beginning at 2:30 P.M. from the Metropolitan 
CME Church, 1600 Avenue K, lEnsley, Birmingham, to the 
First Baptist Church, 415 Avenue G, Pratt City, Birmingham, 
Alabama, arriving at the First Baptist Church in Pratt City 
at approximately 3:45 P.M. Birthday memorial services 
were held in the First Baptist Church, Pratt City, 
Birmingham, beginning at 3>:45 P.M. and estimated attendance 
was 455 persons. 

A program distributed to the marchers and those 
in attendance at the Memorial Service described the march 
and services as "Birthday Memorial Service Commemorating 
Dr. Martin L. King, Jr., sponsored by the Ensley-Pratt City 
Branch, NAACP.*' Sponsors were Reverend H. L« PARKER, 
I^stor of the First Baptist Church, Pratt City, and Reverend 
F. N. NIXON, President of the NAACP. The services were 
completed at 5:24 P.M., and no incidents were observed 
during either the march or the services.

On January I5» 1970, at 2;20 p.m. a group of 122 
persons composed of tvo white males, who are known in both 
the black and white communities, approximately 40 Juveniles 
and the rest being adult Negroes, marched once around the 
Square at Lexington, Mississippi, a predominately Negro county 
In north central Mississippi, in coraDerao ration of the birthday 
of Reverend Martin Luther King, Jr. A few marchers carried 
pictures of King. One marcher carried a sign bearing the 
initials T. A, C., which stood for Tchula Attendance Center. 
Behind the Negro male carrying this sign were a group of 
teachers who had formerly taught at the Tchula Attendance 
Center prior to its being closed. 

No arrests or incidents took place as a result 
of the march. All of the marchers were well dressed, well 
mannered and the march was conducted in a most dignified 
fashion. 

After circling the Square, the marchers proceeded 
to the Lexington Attendance Center, where a memorial program 
was held. This program terminated at approximately 4:30 p.m. 
En route to the Lexington Attendance Center the number of 
marchers Increased to 155.

THE SCOTT REPORT 
By hiul Scott 

Washington, June 16: Public airing of the FBI's recordings of 
private conversations Dr. Martin Luther King conducled with 
his protest advisers could go a long way toward changing the 
image of the slain civil rights leader. 

Summaries of the recordings, as revealed to members of a 
House Appropriation Subcommittee, headed by Representa- 
tive John J. Rooney (D. N.Y."), clearly indicate that King was 
in direct contact with one of the most tnnucntial communists 
in the U.S. 

With leads obtained from their electronic cavcsdroppinp, the 

FBI was able to confirm that this Kremlin agent, whose in- 
fluence extended into the higjiesf ranks of the Communist Par- 
ty, USA, was one of King's ghost writers and chief advisers.on 
protest strategy. 

In addition to the evidence gained from tlie King recurdmgs, 
the FBI succeeded in taking several photographs ol tltc civil 
rights leader meeting with tliis covert commmusi upcrjtur at 
one of the major U.S. airports. 

King, whose assassination in Memphis, Tenn.. in April, 1 %K. 
is still carried as an "open invesliiiatiuti" by the FBI. was first 
put under government survcillantc in l%i wlien the late Hob 
ert Kennedy was Attorney General. 

Althougli Kennedy after leaving the Justice Department de- 
nied any knowledge of King's surveillance. FBI and Justice De- 
partment records show he authorized tlic inquir> during a con- 
ference attended by FBI Director J. Edgar Moovcr, then Dep- 
uty Attorney General Nicholas de Katzenbach, and another 
hi^-ranking FBI aide. 

The surveillance of King, now under fire by several large 
East Coast newspapers, was the outgrowth of information that 
the FBI agents obtained during its investigation of another 
national security case. 

When King's name was mentioned several times by one of 
the persons under surveillance in the case, it was decided that 
the civil rights leader should be placed under close observa- 
tion. 

The FBI inquiry, «iiich continued for several years, involved 
King's trips to Sweden and East Germany as wrll as his prepa- 
rations to lead the socalled "Poor Army Campaign" to dis- 
rupt Washington. 

FOR THE RECORD - These and other stBl secret details 
of King's activities were revealed by FBI Director J. Edgar 
Hoover to members of the Rooney subcommittee shortly be- 
fore the civil rights leader was slain. 

Deeply concerned about King's plans to disrupt Washington, 
the legislators had requested the briefings so they would be pre- 
pared to Wunt his assault on Congress stiould that becomt 
necessary. 

So alarming was the FBI's data on King that the lawmakers/ 



took the cxtraoTdinar> step of briefing House Speaker John 
McCormack. This information along with other material fur- 
nished by the FBI caused McCormack to make extensive prep- 
arations, including the alerting of military units, to defend the 
Capitol against King's plans to cause massive disruption. 

The House Democratic leaders, all strong supporters of the 
late President Kennedy, were reputedly shocked at the gutter- 
type language King used in private conversations about the 
laic President. 

Other recordings in the FBI files dealt extensively witli his 
private lile, iCcoj/Amf to the legislators, and showed that there 
were two Kings - one the public knew and the other known 
only to his cIuscnI friends and (he FBI. 

Although no government agency or commission has made a 
study uf King's long-range strategy of Protest, there isenouf^i • 
evidence in the files of the I Bl to show that King's goal was to 
create a mass protest movement. With the movement. King and 
his advisers hoped to force a radical change in t/iis country's 
loim of government. 

Kmg's leadership task was to give tlie over-all niuvement 
"motion" and an actcpiablc "im^pe" that would attract mill- ^ 
ions ol negroes, young people, tlie poor, clergy, and those dis* 
cncliantcd with the Victjiain war. 

Mis tactics III clungini; his protest leadership from one of 
civil rigtfts to anti-war, anti-poverty, and anti-government dur- 
ing the closing days of his life were part of this grand strategy. 

MOKl TO COMb - Whether most of these FBI recordings, 
since many uf them deal with national security cases still under 
investigation, wilt e\cr be revealed by the Nixon Administra- 
tion is conjectural. 

Should supporters of King, however, pump new life into 
the stalled drive in Congress to create a national holiday honor- 
ing him, demands could become forth-coming from anti-King 
legislators that Hoover be called |o testify. If that occurs, the 
*'Martin Luther King tapes" cou^ become big news. 

For now, the only public confirmation of tlie King record- 
i/)gs comes from Houston Federil] Judge Joe Ingraham's hear- 
ing involving the casc-of former heavy weiglit boxing champion 
Cassius Clay. 

Testimony by FBI agents in the Houston hearing revealed 
that conversations of King and Clay were recorded. In one irh ^ 
stance. Judge Ingraham proncMjnced it a matter of nationtl se- 
curity and refused to let it be made public. *' 

Qay, convicted of draft dod^ng in June, 1967, and sen- 
tenced to five years in prison, is appealing his conviction. The 
U.S. Supreme Court ordered Ingraham to hold a hearing to see 
whether illegal wiretaps testimony was used to convict Clay. 

Both the movement to mark King's birthday as a national 
holiday and the Houston court hearing clearly indicate that the 
final chapter in the Martin King story is yet to be written.

'The Secretary had the 25 largest bankers in the room for 
2^ hours and he could not bring himself to speak up for 
the American public and ask for a roll back in interest ratts. 
In my opinion, the Secretary has abdicated his office." 

William McChesne y Martin attended the meeting , and was 
reported as smiling throughout the meetir^ . . . But insight 
Patman may have the last laugh on Martin . 

Patman introduced a bill (H. R. 27 ) which may destroy the * 
Central Banking System which has k>oted the world, and 
mad^ perpetual debtors of all Americans — the most pro- 
ductive people since time began. 

Patman made Martin admit in a Con g ressional hearin g that 
the Federal Reserve holds ^2 billion in Government Secur - 
ities paid for in full , but on which the American people are 
ttiti paying interest. 

Patman pointed out that this should be wbtracted from 
the national debt. 

If the Federal Reserve System breaks up and Congress 
regains its Constitutional right to mint money, the Unjwd 
States would fast become financially solvent.

Detlinger was under indictment for his criminal acts in 
irKiting a riot, violation of Title 18, Section 2101 of the 
United States Code, at the time he represented the United 
States. 

ANTI-SEMITISM AT ALL TIME HIGH 
IN THE U^. 

ANTI-SEMITISM IS AT ALL TIME HIGH in the UnitMl 
States, according to the ^wish Times . 

Boris Smolar, a columnist in the Times, noted ttiat many 
white Christiaris and Negroes openly and strongly are anti- 
Jewish. 

"It <antf-semitism} is begirming to show signs of becoming 
an at^ptable subject after falling into disrepute for more 
than a quarter of a century", he said. 

Tlw National Jewish Community Relations Advisory 
Council teamed the new open feeling against Jews on Arab 
propaganda in this country. 

The N.C.R.A.C. predicted the expartskm of this enti- 
Jewish propaganda in "every sphere of American public 
life, including campuses, churches, church organizations. 
th« macs media and public forums". 

According to the NEC's study on this problem we have 
found only one Arab organization which puts out much 
anti^lewish propaganda. arKl that is only on the Israeli 
question. This organization is the Arab Palestine Delegation 
tDtheU.N. 

According to our study the growing anti-semitic fiseling 
has several causes: 

(1) Ivaeli aggression against the Arabs, tn spite of ntassive 
propaganda by the powerful Jewish - owned press end tele- 
wsiqn for Ivael's seizure of Arab lands . Americans feel that 
Imel under the protection of the U.S. has been a war- 
monger of the worst type, and that American Jews are 
aiding end abetting what is even against the best inteftsts 
oft^ United Stetes . 

(2) Many liberal and left-wing youps such as The Anti- 
Oefamation League, Civil Liberties Union. Laviryers Guild, 
League for Industrial Democracy, American Laa9i» for 
Peace and Democracy, American Committee for Protection 
of Foreign Bom, American Peace Crusade, Americans for 



Democratic Action are composed largely of Jews. 

Revolutionary groups of the New Left as S.D.S. ere re- 
ported to be one-half to two-thirds Jewish. The average 
American feels that many of these organizations are led by 
Jews. 

(3) Jewish owned newspapers, magazines, T.V., and movies, 
end Jewish writers, book authors, and motion picture pro- 
ducers, often support or are identified with pornography. 
(4( Jewish insistent* in many cities and towns on abolishin g 
Christian traditions in schooh and public places . These 
predominantly Oiristian towns resent being forced to aban- 
don the Christmas tree, the singing of Carols and prayer in 
the schools. 

(5) Forcing of membership for Jews by political pressure on 
hitherto private clubs. 

<6} Political harassment by the Anti-Defamation League 
etc., of conservative organizations who are not anti -Jewish. 
iKJt simply patriotic. Also political pressure keeps these 
youps from gaining tax exemption, and further furasses 
their doTWs. -About 80% of all Americans are conservative. 

JAVITS AND 23 OTHERS PRO-COMMUNIST 
BY VOTING RECORD 

SENATOR JACOB JAVITS led the way "in giving aid ant/ 
comfort to the enemy " in the Congre^.

THE TWO LIVES 

One of the prototypes of today's pulpit politician 
was l)ic Rev. Dr. Martin Luther King.

Bayard Rustin,JackH.O*Dcll, Carl and Anno 
Braden, Herbert Apthckcr, Elizabeth Gurlcy Flynn. 
Gus Hall, Dorothy Ray Healy. Mike Zacarcll. John 
Abt, Daniel Rubin, and Arnold Johnson, all funL- 
tionaries and officials of the Communist Party and all 
close 'advisers,* 'aides,' and 'assistants' of King. 
"The close tics between King and such latter-day 
subversives as Jnmcs and Diannc Bevel, Stokcly 
Carmichacl, Paul Booth, John Hulctt, James Forman. 
Rap Brown, Jerry Rubin, Fred Shuttiesworth, and 
Michael Wood are no longer denied.

Paul Scott states in hii 
Scott Report rel eased June 16. 1969 : 
f "Pubhc airing ol' me FBI's recordings of priv:.^ 
^ conversations Dr. Martin Luther King conducted witli 
liii protest advisers could go a long way iowi.rd 
changing the image of the slain civil rights leader. 

"Summaries of the recordings, as rcveaUd tt- 
members of a House Appropriations Subcommiticc. 
headed by Representative John J. Rooney (D.N.V.) 
•clearly indicate that King was in direct confact with 
one of the most influential communists in the U.S. 

"With leads, obtained from their electronic ccves- 
dropping, the FBI was able to confirm that tiiis 
Kremlin agent, whose infiuencc extended into lltc 
highest ranks of the Communist Party, USA, was one 
of King's ghost vmters and cliief advisjis on pj olcsT 
strategy. 

"In addition to the eWdena; gained from the Kint 
recordings, the FBI succeeded in taking several 
photographs of the civil rights leader rnccting wiU

**Thc survciiiaticc of King, now under fire by several 
large Kast Coast newspapers, \»^ t)ie outgrowth of 
inforiiiation thai the FBI agents obtahied during its 
invcsngntion of another national security case. 
*'The r3I inquiry, which continued for several years, 
involved Ki-'Ig^s trips to Sweden and East Germany as 
well as his preparations to leal the so-called 'Poor 
Army Campaign* to disrupt V/asHngton. 

"These and other still secret details of King's 
activities were revealed by FBI Director J. Edgar 
Ilcover to members of the Rconcy subcommittee 
shortly before the civil rights leader was slain. 
"So alarniing was the FBI's data on King that the 

,i;i:v\ makers took the extraoKl.'nr.rv stcn of briefin g 
Mo'i^c SjK-nker John McCorniack . This information 
along with other material furnished by the FBI 
caused McCorrnack to make extensive preparations, 
includinii tiic ajorling of military units, to defend the 
Capitol against King's plans to cause massive disrup- 
tion. 

*'The House Democratic leaders, all strong supporters 
of the late President Kennedy, were reputedly 
shocked at the gutter-type language King used in 
private convcrs:itions about the late Piesidcnt. 

•*Ollicr recordintjs in the FBI files dealt extensively 
Willi his private life, according fo the legislators, and 
showed that there were two Kings- one the pubhc 
knew an J the other kjiown only to his closest friends 
and Ihc FBI. 

"Alihougli no government agency or commission 
has made a study of King's long-range strategy of 
protest, there is enough evidence in the files of the 
FBI lo show that Kipg's goal was to create a mass 
protest movement.

The storm that has developed, however, is not over 
liic fact liiai Kiiig iia:> hccn tx^^akC as a threat to *>ur 
national security (which was pretty obvious even 
without FBI tapos); the furore has arisen because the 
FBI dared to look behind King's false front. The 
image-makers don't like to have their work disturbed 
and they are therefore demanding to know who was 
responsible for tliii dastardy deed and was it LEGAL?

though he requested to "repeatedly." the last 
request commg only two days before King was 
murd'rrcd. Clark even went so far as to "require" the 
FBI to tell him every llu^ee months the names of 
people being monitored electronically and he made 
sure that King's name was not among them. 

It all supposedly began back when Robert Ken- 
nedy first assumed the office of Attorney General. 
Anarticle in the WASHINGTON POST of June 20,1909 
quotes those inevitable "reliable sources;" 

"Other sources who held liigh positions in the 
Justice Department under Kennedy said the Attorney 
General approved the tap on Dr. King only after 
the FBI had urged him to *ovcr and ever a^din' for 
two years because the FBI believed Dr. King was 
either h communist or a tool of the CommunUji Party. 

"During Kennedy's first two weeks as Attorney 
General in eariy 1961, the other sources said, the FBI 
c?me to ycnnoJy ajid suid that Di. King was deeply 
involved with two members of the Communist 
Party." 

The main dispute seems to be Over the question of 
who was worried about King's Marxist leanings and 
connections. According lo the WASHINGTON STAR 
of June 19, 1969: 

"Hoover said the FBI has a memorandum in its files 
from (Courlenay) Evans to Hoover, dated in June, 
1963. Evans reported that Kennedy said he was 
concerned about allegations that King was a student 
and believer in Marxism. Evans reported in the memo 
to the FBI director, Hoover said, that the attorney 
general was alarmed by alleged associations between 
King and a New Yorker with Marxist connections. 
Kennedy asked Evans, the memorandum said, 
whether it would be feasible to install electronic 
devices to monitor King's conversations in an effort 
to discover the extent of a possible threat to national 
security." 

It certainly would seem very two-faced for Bobby 
Kennedy to have publicly been Kings's buddy while 
tapping his phones behind his back. It might even 
interfere with portions of the Kennedy Legend. 
However, the information gleaned by the FBI did not 
seem to upset Bobby a bit and he continued to 
cooperate with King. He must have seen things as 
they were and said, Why not? 

The danger about all the uproar over who 
authorized, the wiretapping and was it LEGAL is that 
the end result could be the destruction of the tapes 
with their vital information.

Our files 
contain numerous references to her in connection with her husband's 
activities and her own activities in pacifist organizations 
such as the Women's International League for Peace and Freedom. 



Book Review 



In her acknowledgpient at the front of the book Mrs. King 
stated that Stanley Levlson had read the entire manuscript 
and had offered many useful suggestions. She also acknowledged 
the valuable legal and personal assistance she got from Harry 
Wachtel. Later in the book she said Levi son and Wachtel were 
two of King's dear friends and that King sought their advice 
and used them as sounding boards for his ideas. She said 
Levison always worked in the background and his contribution 
was indispensable. She added that Levison and Vachtel were 
two of the most important supporters of her husband's work 
and that they continued to assist her in many valuable ways 
to this day.

On page 227 she mentioned that when King vas in jail 
in Birmingham, Alabama, in April, 1963, she feared he was being 
held incommunicado. After trying to reach President Kennedy, 
he called her back and told her ''We sent the FBI into Birmingham 
last night. We checked on your husband and he is alright.*' At 
the request of Assistant Attorney General Burke Marshall the 
Bureau did interview the chief of police in Birmingham on 4/14/63 
who said King was in good health and was not being held incommunicado 
In fact he had conferred with four attorneys on 4/13/69. 

On page 247 she mentioned that the FBI had found the 
bodies of the three civil workers slain in Philadelphia, Mississippi. 

On page 265 she tells about the march from Selma to 
Montgomery, Alabama, in March, 1965, During this march there 
was a rumor that King was to be assassinated by a man disguised 
as a minister. She then said "while we maintained unarmed 
guard, we understand the FBI was on hand guarding Martin all 
the time,*' This statement, while reported only as an understanding 
on her part, is a complete falsehood; we never guarded King.

It is a history of his activities, all of ^^ich 
are well-known with little insight into his personality and 
personal feelings* 

Mentions of FBI 

The author mentions the FBI on pages 103, 124, 137, 
200, 220, and 279* All of these references except that on 
page 200, are not derogatory, describing the FBI*s arrests of 
nine white men after an attack on Freedom Riders in Annlston, 
Alabama; a phone call to Mrs. King by President Kennedy telling 
her the FBI had been to see King in Birmingham in i^ril, 1963, 
and telling her he was all right; the quick FBI apprehension of 
four Klansmen after the murder of Mrs. Viola Liuzzo; and the 
FBI's action in searching for James Earl Ray after King's murder. 
The only derogatory mention of the Bureau is on page 200 which 
deals with the Director calling King "the most notorious liar in 
the country," because King had been telling civil rights workers 
in Albany, Georgia, not to report racial Incidents to the FBI 
because they were Southerners and would take no action. The author 
termed this "patently absurd," and he said the Director had never 
been a champion of civil rights or liberties.

Tiie FBI also picked up an 
earful irom its taps on the late 
Rev. Martin Luther King's tele- 
phone. His calls to the vivacious 
wife of a Los Angeles dentist 
were included in the bedtime 
reading of President Johnson, 
who used to take the latest FBI 
reports to bed with him for |us 
late reading.

The first tip on Dr. King's 
leged affair with the dentist's 
wife came from Don Newcombe, 
the former Los Angeles Dodgers 
baseball star. The FBI passed 
on a report to President John- 
son, dated Fd). 20, 1968, quoting 
Newcombe as saying that Dr. 
King "has been having an illicit 
love affair with the wife of a 
prominent Negro dentist in Los 
Angeles since 1962. 

"King calls this woman every 
Wednesday and meets her in 
various cities throu^xiut the 
country. 

**7%e source related an inci- 
dent which occurred some time 
ago in a New York City hotel, 
where King was intoxicated at a 
small gathering. King threat- 
ened to leap fr^ the 13th floor 
window of die hotel if this 
woman would not say slie loved 
him." 

The role of sex in politics — 
together with the prying and 
peeping that goes on in Wash- 
ingUHi ~ perhaps should be 
brought out of the shadows into 
the open.
